Wearily,  I  looked  up  for  the  thousandth  time  as  my  little  brother  held  up  a  lovely  rainbow- 
hued  soap  bubble.  I  really  didn't  have  time  for  such  things  but  I  did  look  up  to  see  the  bubble. 
"I  can't  see  why  Calvin  should  want  me  to  look  at  each  one.  They're  all  just  alike."  I  thought 
as  I  looked  at  this  one.  It  wasn't  like  the  rest  somehow.  Xo — it  wasn't  and  as  I  looked  at  it, 
it  became  larger  and  larger  until  I  was  inside  it.  His  voice  gradually  faded  out  until  I  could 
no  longer  hear  it.  There  was  a  sound,  though — what  was  it?  Oh.  it's  water  beating  against 
a  pier. 

My  bubble  was  gone  and  I  was  standing  on  49th  Street  Pier  watching  a  boat  leave.  The 
crowd  was  waving  to  someone  on  the  boat  and  as  I  looked  I  saw  Billy  Yancey.  Someone  near 
me  said  that  he  was  the  best  diplomat  the  United  States  had  ever  sent  to  Great  Britain.  That 
was  a  very  familiar  voice.  As  I  turned  to  see  who  it  belonged  to  I  saw  Ruth  Gilmore.  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  newly  formed  Federal  Board  of  Education  and  her  assistant,  Anne  Tillinghast, 
running  toward  me.  She  told  me  the  most  exciting  things  about  the  class  of  '41.  She  told 
me  about  two  famous  names  on  the  Queen  Mary's  passenger  list.  Dr.  Ruth  Price,  brain  special- 
ist, and  Dr.  Hedgpeth,  M.  M.,  Organist  at  Westminister  Choir  School.  We  were  just  getting 
into  her  limousine  (driven  by  Shirley  De  Sha,  her  combination  chauffeur  and  maid)  when  Mary 
Yancey  came  up.  Mary's  a  member  of  the  Senate  now,  and  I  must  say  as  lovely  as  ever.  We 
drove  out  to  Suggs  Field  to  take  a  plane  to  Washington.  There  was  about  a  half-hour  before 
plane  time  so  we  stopped  in  the  cutest  little  lunch  room  run  by  L.  A.  Raynor.  I  was  very 
much  attracted  to  the  stunning  waitresses,  and  looking  on  the  back  of  the  menu  I  saw  that 
some  of  them  were  Helen  Gregg,  Mary  Green,  Lola  Hall.  Katherine  Chestnut  and  Marion  Cone. 
Katherine  told  me  that  Mary  Huff,  head  of  the  Utopia  Employment  Agency  got  most  of  them 
their  jobs.  Just  as  we  were  leaving  I  saw  a  "Fayetteville  Observer".  Jack  Baugh  is  its  editor. 
Maurice  Downs  wrote  most  of  the  articles.  Army  Orders  have  been  a  source  of  interest  to  all 
of  us  since  high  school  days,  so  we  looked  at  them  next.  Stuart  Cowdes  and  Herbert  Blaha 
are  both  generals  now  and  have  been  moved  back  to  Fort  Bragg.  Richard  Howard  and  Will 
Gordon  are  Colonels  and  are  at  Fort  Benning.  Let's  see  the  sports  page.  Carroll  Adams  writes 
a  syndicated  article  now.  He  says  that  Ben  Huske  is  putting  out  a  winning  football  team  at 
Carolina  this  year  and  they  will  probably  go  to  the  Betty  McKay  Bowl  (named  that  for  our 
Betty  by  her  husband  who  built  it).  D wight  Miller,  sports  reporter  for  the  Associated  Press, 
says  that  Bill  Kanos  is  the  present  authority  on  basketball  rules.  That's  about  all  on  this 
page  —  Oh,  no,  here  is  Betty  Jane  Clayton's  picture.  She  won  the  Woman's  Internationa] 
Championship  Tennis  Crown.  She  says  she  owes  it  all  to  her  wonderful  coach,  Billy  Thun- 
berg.  Mary,  who  has  the  front  page,  just  told  me  that  Brundy  Melvin  won  his  case  for  Eli 
Monsour's  "Fruit  Grower's  Union".  Betty  Anderson  was  the  lawyer  for  Charles  and  Crawford 
Hedgpeth's  Chain  Grocery  company.     It  was  the  first  case  she  had  ever  lost.

She  said  that  she  must  get  to  her  other  passengers,  one  of  whom  was  Polly  Brittingham  flying 
to  be  with  her  diplomat  husband  in  Brazil,  so  she  turned  on  the  radio  for  us.  An  announcer 
said,  "This  is  Donald  Bedsole,  your  announcer  for  WT.F.N.C.  We  now  present  a  Program  by 
Fayetteville's  Boy  Scouts  under  the  leadership  of  Jimmy  Dougherty.  Criswell's  Corney  Fire- 
cracker Company  is  sponsoring  this  program.  The  Boy  Scouts  are  very  glad  to  have  Mayor 
Jimmy  Devane  as  master  of  ceremonies  this  evening.  They  have  two  big  surprises  for  all 
you  listeners  this  afternoon.  Joe  Chandler,  editor  of  "Happy  Hunting  Magazine"  will  speak  to 
you,  after  which  we  will  have  a  transcribed  recording  by  the  Marine  Band  lead  by  Joe 
Geddie." 

We  were  glad  to  hear  from  our  school  mates,  but  we  still  were  young  enough  to  like  swing  so 
I  pushed  the  button.     The  plane  was  flooded  with  a  lovely  song  named  "Such  a  Lot  Has  Hap- 
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pened".  It  was  written  by  Vivian  Carter,  played  by  Walter  Applewhite's  Swing  Band,  and 
sung  by  Mafalda  Milligan.  She  has  a  marvelous  voice  and  especially  since  she  has  had  several 
years  with  Betty  Culbreth  as  a  teacher.  My  current  favorite  is  Gene  Tomlinson  with  vocalist 
Virginia  McDaniel. 

This  swing  seemed  to  be  annoying  the  lady  in  front  cf  us  so  I  pushed  the  button  again  and 
got  Harold  Godwin's  program  sponsored  by  "The  Ernest  McMillan  Service  Stations,  Inc."  He 
had  as  his  guest  star  Rachel  Pinkston  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  and  H.  T.  McGill.  the  world 
famous  archeoligist. 

We  only  got  to  listen  to  part  of  this  program  because  May  Bob  came  back  with  some  books 
and  magazines.  One  of  the  magazines  was  Esquire,  you  Know  Arthur  Nettles  writes  their 
fashion  section  now.  Some  of  the  books  were:  "The  Beauty  of  a  Redhead"  by  Sarah  Kelly  and 
Mary  Ann  Johnson,  "What  the  Well  Dressed  Man  Is  Wearing"  by  J.  B.  Bolton,  "Modern  Ma- 
dame Grundy"  by  Annie  Mae  Baucom,  a  comedy  novel,  "For  Whom  the  Horn  Honks"  by  come- 
dian James  Bradshaw,  and  two  best  sellers  by  Doris  Vinson  and  Dean  Webb.

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ON  SEPTEMBER  1.  1940.  Coach  Boll  Adam  issued  his  first  call  for  football  drills,  and  around 
sixty  young  huskies  turned  out  in  the  high  school  bowl  in  various  forms  of  dress  and  un- 
dress because  of  the  late  summer  heat.  The  next  day  Assistant  Coach  Tony  DiYeso  arrived  and 
the  hard  task  of  getting  the  squad  in  good  physical  shape  was  started.  No  one  knew  exactly  what 
kind  of  a  team  the  Bulldogs  would  have  as  "old  man  graduation"  had  nicked  six  of  the  pre- 
vious season's  regular  linemen  and  one  man  from  the  backfield.  One  bright  note  was  the 
abundance  of  experienced  backs,  while  the  scarcity  of  veteran  linemen  was  very  noticeable. 

For  the  first  time  in  Fayetteville  High  school  history  all  home  games  were  to  be  played  at 
night  under  the  new  and*  modern  lights  which  had  been  installed.  Because  of  the  night  games 
the   "Blue   and  White"   team   played   to   packed  stands  every  game. 

The  1940  schedule  opened  with  a  bang  with  a  decisive  32  to  0  victory  over  Clinton.  The 
game  was  watched  with  interest  as  none  knew  just  what  F.  H.  S.  would  have  in  the  way  of  a 
team,  but  every  one  was  satisfied  with  what  they  saw.  They  saw  a  big  fast,  hard  charging 
line,  which  averaged  170  pounds  in  front  of  a  smart  and  fast  moving  backfield  averaging  164 
pounds.  The  team  worked  as  one  well-drilled  unit  with  every  man  playing  heads-up  ball. 

For  the  next  game  the  Bulldogs  journeyed  over  to  Charlotte  to  play  a  tough  inter-sectional 
game  with  the  Harding  High  Rams  in  Charlotte's  Legion  Stadium.  Harding  was  odds  in  favor- 
ite to  take  the  game  by  a  top  heavy  score,  but  the  "boys  in  blue"  did  not  think  so  and  proceeded 
to  give  Harding  the  game  of  its  season.  It  was  written  up  in  high  school  sport  circles  as  the 
game  with  the  "Rose  Bowl  finish",  and  is  said  to  have  been  the  most  exciting  game  played 
in  the  Queen  City  all  season.  At  half-time  the  Bulldogs  were  ahead  12-6.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
third  quarter  the  Rams  struck  swiftly  on  running  plays  and  scored.  The  conversion  was  made 
and  Harding  was  ahead  but  not  through.  Fayetteville  received  and  on  the  first  play  fumbled, 
with  Harding  recovering.  Again  the  Rams  rode  to  a  touchdown  and  extra  point,  giving  them 
a  safe  lead:  20  to  12.  Harding  again  kicked  to  the  Bulldogs:  then  the  fireworks  really  began. 
Toon  Britt,  speedy  tailback,  picked  up  the  bouncing  pigskin  on  the  Bulldog's  10  vard  line"  rambled 
90  yards  for  a  touchdown.  Bill  Smith,  hefty  tackle,  booted  the  point  to  pull  Fayetteville  within 
reach  again.  Harding  received  and  returned  the  kickoff  to  the  Fayetteville  25  where  they  fum- 
bled, with  Jack  Lanius,  Bulldog  end,  recovering.  The  next  play,  a  pass  from  Hamilton  to  Britt. 
was  good  for  65  yards  and  a  touchdown.  The  try  for  extra  point  was  no  good:  score  25  to  20. 
The  game  was  fast  drawing  to  a  close  and  the  Harding  Rams  were  desperate.  In  the  final 
fifteen  seconds  the  Rams  crashed  over  from  the  12  yard  line  with  Smith  carrying  the  mail  and 
pulled  the  game  from  the  fire,  winning  by  27  to  25.  Outstanding  boys  in  blue  were  Gus  Ham- 
ilton and  Britt  with  McLeod  ana  Smith  in  the  forward  wall. 

For  their  next  encounter  the  Bulldogs  were  hosts  to  Rockingham's  fine  team.  Only  one  touch- 
down was  scored  and  that  was  by  Hamilton  of  the  Bulldogs.  Joe  Norton,  the  Rockingham  ace 
was  bottled  up  by  the  hard  charging  Fayetteville  line.  Much  credit  must  be  given  the  line 
for  holding  Rockingham  scoreless. 

Next  on  the  schedule  was  Edward's  Military  Institute.  The  Cadets  came  over  with  high  hopes, 
but  went  back:  well,  the  score  was  19-6  favor  F.  H.  S.  Fullback  Bill  Yancey  ripped  the  soldiers' 
line  to  pieces  with  his  line  bucks  and  off-tackle  smashes  as  he  contributed  a  touchdown  to  the 
Bulldogs'  cause. 

AYarsaw  High  was  the  next  to  fall  before  the  determined  Fayetteville  team.  Britt.  Hamilton, 
and  Buddy  McMillan's  fine  blocking  were  largely  responsible  for  the  score  which  the  boys  in 
blue  ran  up.  Warsaw  just  could  not  score  and  the  final  results  was  F.  H.  S.  26  Warsaw  0. 

You  always  have  to  take  the  bitter  along  with  the  sweet  and  Fayetteville  took  hers  from  a 
big  brawny  Wilson  cyclone.  A  combination  of  a  wet  ball  and  an  off  night  was  too  much  for  the 
Bulldogs.  Oh  yes.  the  score  was  26-0  favor  of  Wilson. 

Fayetteville  was  determined  to  get  back  into  the  victory  column  and  did  at  the  expense  of 
Fuquay  Springs.  A  new  backfield  star  was  discovered  in  Marshall  Tatum  who  surprised  Fu- 
quay  with  his  broken  field  running.  Suggs  and  Don  Clayton  led  play  in  the  line.  Results
